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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant argues that the prior art of record fails to disclose the claimed invention such as a spacing between 
the movablearms being slightly less than a width of the head slider. Examiner tranverses the argument that the tip (44) of Soeno et al. is 
a prt of the movable arm (41) a shwon in Fig. 12. There is no gap between the tip of the arm and the slider. If the width of the tip of the 
arms is larger than the width of the slider, the arms cannot be holding the slider properly. Therefore, it would be obvious that the width of 
the tip of the arms could be slightly less than the width of the slider. Applicant also argues that combination of Soeno et al. in view of 
Bonin fails to teach the claimed invention such as adhesive bonding. Examiner traverses the argument that Bonin teaches a process of 
fixing the actuator with an adhesive such as epoxy in order to fix the slider to the actuator. ". In addition, in the manufacturing the head 
gimbal assembly, bonding the suspension arm and the slider with an adhesive is well known in the art. Therefore, it would also be 
obvious to modify fixing the slider to the actuator of Soeno et al. by an adhesive ad taught by Bonin in order to fix the slider to the 
actuator more securely and firmly.. 
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
